OVER THE FALLS. 


A Daring Tight-Rope Performer Tum- 


bles Over the Precipice at Niagara 


Falls and is Dashed to 


Death. 


NIAGARA Falls, 
Ont., June 27.—Ste. 
Peer, a local celebrity who outdid Blon- 
din in daring feats around Niagara and 
recently crossed on a 
five-eights-inch 
cable, is dead. 
Ever since he did the 
daring act he has been drinking very 
hard. 


Saturday evening about 7:30 Peer 
went out unobserved with John Gilles- 
pie and a stranger, and later was seen 
in the same company near his rope. As 
he did not show up by 8;30, and no 
trace oonld be disoovered elsewhere, it 
was conolnded that he mnst have got on 
his rope and fallen from it or tumbled 
over the bank, and ropes and lanterns 
were procured and Peer's brother, with 
another man, were lowered down, and 
near the bottom of the incline found his 
lifeless body badly out around the head. 
There was a large gash leading from the 
nose over the top of the head so that his 
brains exuded and death mnst have been 
instantaneous. 
The body waa raised to 
the top precipice by means of ropaa and 
taken to the Elgin house. 
The general 
belief is that he attempted to walk out 
OH the cable and lost his footing and fell 
into the abyss below.

Adkins was in jail at this place, charged 
with the murder of Spencer Adkins about 
one year ago. Last night some unknown 
parties took possession of the town, 
guarding all the alleys and firing at all 
citizens that attempted to give the alarm, 
while other parties worked at the jail 
with augers and axes and succeeded in 
boring and chopping a hole sufficiently 
large for said Adkins to make his escape 
about daybreak this

known what course the civil authorities 
will assume.

A PAINFUL ACCIDENT. 


A Fireman in the Bass Foundry Has His 
Beard Burned From His Face by 
the Flames From a Furnace. 


Yesterday evening, between 8 and 9 
o'clock, Jdhn Shoockman, a fireman in 
the blacksmith department of the Bass 
foundry and machine works, met with a 
very painful 
and distressing accident. 
I t is his custom each Sunday evening to go 
into that department of the works to see 
to the fire in the furnace so that steam 
may be ready for the employes to go to 
work in the morning. 
Last evening, 
when he opened the door of the furnace 
the accumulated gas escaping from it 
threw out the fiery flames some three or 
four feet and struck him about the head 
and the upper part of the body. The 
flames scorched hia hair and burned hia 


long heavy beard completely from his 
face. 
His face was burned and blistered 
in a very severe manner before the fire 
on his person eonld be extinguished and 
he must have been a terrible sufferer. 


He W88 taken to his home on Hanna 
street, where his injuries wero attended 
to and everything done to alleviate his 
sufferings. 
The accident will probably 
confine him to his home for a week, and 
it will be some time before he can go to 
work again.

WicHTTKA., Ean., June 27.—On Satur- 
day Robert Billby, a wealthy citizen, 
died suddenly under circumstances the 
most suspicious. 
He was wealthy, fifty- 
four years old, and had been married 
scarce a week to Mary Trevolt, a hand- 
some woman of thirty.

third husband.

A coroner's jury was summoned ana the 
stomach has been taken from the body 
and is being closely examined for traces 
of poison, from which it is said the old 
gentleman died, and which it is claimed 
was administered by his wife and Trevolt 
in order to get his money.

Ai>out the Bee. 


There is t h e bee's eye, with its hun- 
dreds of facets, each j^resenting the 
same image—this is proved by 8ex)ara- 
ting the many-sided cornea and looking 
through it with a microscope at a 
candle flame. The bee, moreover, be- 
sides its pair of faceted eyes, carries on 
the top of its head three simple eyes, 
very convex, for short distance vision. 
Then there are its antennm, whereby it 
feels its way in the dark hive and 
which give it moreover its exquisite 
power of smell. 
Bees can hear, too, 
tliough Sir John Lubbock thinks not. 
They seem deaf because, like wise 
l^eople, they only attend to such sounds 
as concern them; their own hive's 
"roar" the stragglers can hear a very 
long way off, and Mr. Cheshire thinks 
that the old key and warming-})an 
music at swarming time is by no means 
exploded. 
Their impassiveness under 
many kinds of sound he compares Avith 
that of most human beings in a thunder- 
storm; w e are aa if w e h e a r d not, 
whereas, if a child cries for help, we 
wake into activity. 
Bees clearly are 
not given t o waste emotion or nerve 
force. 
They have a nervous 
system, 
with ganglions—i. e., knots or lumjis 
where the nerve t h r e a d s meet. 
A bee's 
brain is a bigger ganglion placed in its 
head, divided—like 
ours—into two 
lobes. In queens and drones the brain 
in small. The worker has ijroportion- 
ally twice as much as the aunt, and 
more than twenty times as much as the 
cockchafer. 
Intelligent though it is, 
we need not suppose it to be a higli« 
class mathematician because its cells 
are hexagonal. Mr. Cheshire says thai 
if you p u t a soaj) bubble on a bit of 
slate one side gets flattened. Put an 
other to it and the contiguous waliK be- 
come quite flat, owing to the equal ten- 
sion on the two sides. 
Now add five 
more bubbles, so that the first occupies 
the center; a cross section of this cei> 
tral bubble \vill now be perfectly liex 
agonal, all the contiguous walls of th« 
seven ljubbles being flat, the free one/" 
curved. 
This is the case in the hive, 
the free walls of the comb always rui> 
ning in a sweep, tlie hexagonality be- 
ing simply d u e t o t h e p r e s s u r e of oi( 
bee against another as they a r e work 
ini£.—AIL the Year Itox^nd.
